The BYU football team, still 
stinging from a loss to Notre Dame 
last week, faces No. 14 Penn State 
in Cougar Stadium Saturday at 
noon. 

Off to its worst start since 1973, 
when the Cougars began LaVell 
Edwards’ second season as a head 
coach with a 1-5 mark before fin- 
ishing 5-6, BYU (4-4, 3-2 in the 
WAC) will try to put together a full 
four quarters of play. : 

Prior to the 42-16 loss to the 10th 
ranked Fighting Irish, the Cougars 


had been a halftime team — play-_ 
“ing well for one half or the other. 
Against Notre Dame, BYU played 


well for three quarters. 

“The main thing is that we felt we 
could play with (Notre Dame) and 
we did for three quarters,” said 
quarterback Ryan Hancock. 

“It reaffirmed that we could play 
at that level,” said Hancock. 

The oddsmakers think BYU can 
play with Penn State, making the 
Cougars eight-point underdogs. 
But to win, BYU will have to stop 
an offense as potent as Notre 
Dame’s and a defense that can be a 
little more confusing. 

“Penn State is going to be chang- 
ing their defensive formations more 
than Notre Dame did,” Hancock 
said. 

“We’ll be able to get more big 
plays against a team that changes 
up, but we might not be as consis- 
tent,” he said. 

BYU will have to establish a 
rushing game to take pressure off 
Hancock and the passing attack. 
The last time BYU was held to less

g5VU begins removal 


of nuclear reactor

After being idle for half a decade, 
BYU’s 10-watt nuclear reactor is 
finally being dismantled. 

To be in compliance with govern- 
ment regulations, BYU has waited 
five years for the components in its 
nuclear reactor to become com- 
pletely “dead.” Now, officials are 
removing the reactor on the south 
end of campus in the side of the hill 
below the Joseph Smith Memorial 
Building, said Dan Decker, chair- 
man of physics and astronomy. 

From 1967 to 1982, the reactor 
was used for classes in nuclear 
chemistry and nuclear physics, and 
by some graduate students and 
professors for research in those 
areas, said Fred Nielson, radiation 
safety officer for this project. 

The liquid fuel in the reactor was 
removed in May 1987, according to 
the Nuclear Regulatory Comm- 
ission. The fuel was then sent to 
Arco, Idaho, to be processed, said 
Nielson. The reactor has been

decommissioned since then and 
now is being dismantled, said Gary 
Jensen, associate chair of the 
department of physics and astrono- 
my. 

Jensen said there are three rea- 
sons BYU discontinued its reactor 
program. First, the numerous regu- 
lations from the Nuclear Regulato- 
ry Commission were burdensome 
and made it difficult to operate the 
reactor, he said. Nielson said there 
are an “extreme amount of regula- 
tions that one works under when 
they have anything to do with a 
reactor.” 

Second, the instrumentation on 
BYU’s reactor was old, Jensen said. 
To continue operating the reactor, 
all instruments would have had to 
be replaced, he said. 

Third, reactors in general are 
unpopular with the public and stu- 
dents. He said classes dealing with 
the reactor got smaller and smaller 
and, with all these reasons com- 
bined, the physics department at 
BYU decided the reactor was not 
justified and discontinued the pro- 
gram. 

Nielson said BYU’s “very small 
research reactor” was unlike power 
reactors that generate consumable 
power. BYU’s reactor only pro- 
duced enough electricity to light a 
10-watt light bulb. However, all

reactors produce radiation. Jensen 
said students were never around 
the reactor long enough to be 
harmed. 

Jensen said Edwin Jackson, 
chairman of the safety committee, 
should be highly complimented for 
his work in removing the reactor. 
Jensen said Jackson and his people 
“have been taking very careful 
radiation measurements. The 
whole thing has been. done under 
very close supervision. There 
hasn’t been a trace (of radiation) 
discovered.” In fact, the radiation 
outside in the atmosphere is 
greater than inside the reactor — 
probably attributable to the reactor 
being underground, away from the 
radiation produced by the sun, he 
said. 

Nielson said he is happy about 
how things:are going during the 
dismantling but warned students 
to avoid the area south of campus 
for safety reasons other than radia- 
tion. 

A plasma torch has been used in 
removing the reactor, creating 
potentially harmful gases, Nielson 
said. The 8-feet square steel tank 
which held the reactor was filled 
with water and painted with old 
paint filled with lead, Jensen said. 
According to the Environmental

The Utah Republican Congres- 
sional 3rd District candidate, 
Richard Harrington, tried to 
expose his Democratic opponent, 
Bill Orton, as a liberal out of 
touch with his district in a fiery 
KBYU debate Thursday night. 

Harrington accused Orton of 
lying to voters, claiming to be a 
conservative, while casting 80 
percent of his votes with Rep. 
Wayne Owens and the Demo- 
cratic Party in general. 

Orton defended his voting 
record, saying Harrington’s fig- 
ures are misleading, since he 
counts “petty procedural votes” 
into that number. He said on crit- 
ical final passage votes, he has 
voted with the Democratic Party 
no more than other conservative 
Republicans, such as Jim Hansen 
of the 1st District. 

Orton repeated statements 
made throughout his campaign 
that he is a “non-partisan politi- 
cian” who considers the interests 
of Utah before those of the party 
to which he belongs. 

Orton said all politicians in 
Washington should follow his 
example, instead of allowing 
party lines and conflicts to over- 
shadow the real problems of the 
nation. 

“I believe that once you're elect- 
ed, you ought to forget about 
party affiliation and get to the 
issues,” he said. 

Harrington said while Orton 
pretends to take a non-partisan 
approach, his support of Speaker 
of the House Tom Foley and of 
Democratic presidential candi- 
date Bill Clinton show he is a 
clear Democrat. 

Orton accused Harrington of too

Owens claims 
GOP stole 

his campaign 
materials

SALT LAKE CITY — Demo- 
cratic Rep. Wayne Owens on 
Thursday claimed a Republican 
“mole” pilfered campaign materi- 
als from his national office in 
Washington to be used against 
him in his race for the U.S. 
Senate. 

The allegation was the latest 
blast in Owens’ campaign to dis- 
credit his GOP opponent, Bob 
Bennett, for links to the 
Watergate scandal that Bennett 
claims do not exist. 

“The occurrences I describe to 
you are not speculative,” Owens 
said at a news conference. 

Owens said his former national 
finance director, Mark Line- 
baugh, had been recruited by Bill 
Simmons, a legislative assistant 
to Rep. James Hansen, R-Utah. 
Hansen has made no secret of his 
dislike of Owens. 

Owens claimed Linebaugh 
handed over up to 250 Owens 
brochures illustrating the Demo- 
crat and Sen. Orrin Hatch, R- 
Utah, and quoting the senator as 
saying Owens would cancel out 
his votes if elected. The pam- 
phlets also detail several Owens 
votes on abortion, the environ- 
ment and defense. 

The brochures, Owens said, are 
being “blatantly misrepresented 
by Bennett and the Republican 
Party.” 

Owens did not accuse Bennett 
of direct involvement in the pur- 
ported incident, but said Bennett 
“did follow the plan” of using the 
allegedly pilfered materials in 
the last days of the campaign. 

Bennett spokesman Greg 
Hopkins said neither the candi- 
date nor his staff had been 
involved in any “clandestine” 
activities. Simmons and Line- 
baugh denied Owens’ claim. 

Owens suggested the purported 
brochure episode was part of a 
series of events that included a 
burglary at Owens’ Washington 
office and intrusions in his Salt 
Lake headquarters. However, he 
said he had no plans for a formal 
complaint. 

“It’s the most ridiculous thing,” 
said Linebaugh from his home in 
Arlington, Va. He said he had 
openly campaigned against 
Owens since leaving his employ 
in September and had distrib- 
uted Owens’ brochures, but had 
not done anything wrong. 


In Washington, Simmons 
denied having recruited 
Linebaugh. 


Owens said other materials also 
apparently were taken and 
intended for use against him if he 
drew within 10 percentage points 
of Bennett. Tracking polls by the 
Utah Democratic Party have put 
the race well within that margin. 

Peter Jenks, spokesman for 
Hansen, dismissed Owens’ alle- 
gations and said they fit the 
“theme” of a campaign designed 
to discredit Bennett. 
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coverage to one where the private 
individual uses tax vouchers to 
cover their own health costs. 

Orton criticized Harrington’s pro- 
posal, saying it would lead to less 
coverage and result in an 
increase of $43 billion in taxes for 
businesses and $57 billion for citi- 
zens nationwide.

CIA knew about arms exports to lraq 


' WASHINGTON — The CIA knew before the Gulf War that at least 
five recipients of U.S. exports to Iraq were defense industries, but it did 
not tell the Commerce Department, which approved the sales, docu- 
ments show. 

The Commerce Department approved some $1.5 billion in exports to 
Iraq from 1985 to 1990, saying most were not designated for military 
use. Information revealed Thursday on both sides of the Atlantic indicat- 
ed that the CIA had information about Iraqi defense industry purchases 
both in the United States and Britain. 

Many of the Iraqi companies that bought U.S. technology legally turn 
out to have been military industries with innocuous-sounding names 
that didn’t set off alarms at the Commerce Department. In any case, the 
department was under White House orders to encourage trade with Iraq. 


N.Y. man survives push from roof, theft 


NEW YORK — It could have been a scene from “Diehard 3.” 

The bad guys took their victim to the roof of a housing project, robbed 
him and tossed him over the side. 

But he grabbed a scaffolding rope and dangled for more than 20 min- 
utes before police pulled him to safety though a 19th-floor window. 

Andre Modeste of Brooklyn was driving through the Bronx on 
Wednesday when two men jumped into his car and forced him to drive 
four blocks to the housing project, said Housing Police Officer Jay 
Fleming. 

Modeste, 20, managed to break away after the men robbed him. They 
opened fire but missed him. Then they caught him and tossed him from 
the roof, Fleming said. 

He was treated for rope burns, bleeding hands and lacerations to his 
neck and head. 

The robbers fled in Modeste’s car. 


Catholic bishops condemn spouse abuse 


The Bible does not tell women to submit to abusive husbands, Roman 
Catholic bishops say in the U.S. church’s first official statement on 
spouse abuse. 

In a statement that condemns sexism, the bishops declare women 
shouldn’t consider themselves religiously bound to remain in abusive 
relationships, and encourage parish priests to be ready with “a safe 
place” for abused women seeking help. 

The joint statement on spouse abuse by the bishops’ Committees on 
Marriage and Family and Women in Society and in the church was pro- 
posed in March, and approved last month by the Administrative 
Committee of the U.S. Catholic Conference. 

It encourages parishes to dedicate a weekend to educate parishioners 
about domestic violence, and to build relationships with police and 
domestic violence agencies to help abused women seeking assistance. 

To further reduce domestic violence, the bishops encourage parishes to 


work to.see that women are well represented in parish leadership posi-

SALT LAKE CITY — Tri Huu 
Nguyen endured persecution in his 
native land because he is half 
African-American and _ half 
Vietnamese. His future, along with 
600 other Amerasians and their 
families in the Salt Lake City area, 
is brighter, thanks to a program 
that bridges cultural gaps with the 
help of local college students. 

Nguyen, 22, now a Salt Lake City 
resident, escaped the persecution 
last year through the Orderly 
Departure Program set up by the 
1987 Amerasian Homecoming Act. 

More than 20,000 Amerasians 
were left behind in Vietnam when 
U.S. personnel withdrew in 1975, 
said Robert Schooler, a director of 
refugee resettlement at Catholic 
Community Services of Utah. 

Nguyen said although he has 
more opportunities in Utah, he 
faces obstacles such as language 
and culture. “The mentors have 
helped by being our friends,” he 
said. “Adjusting to life in America 
is easier because of them.” 

Thao Thi-Thu Vo, 21, another 
Amerasian, said she and her moth- 
er heard about Utah from mission- 
aries of The Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints while in a 
refugee camp in the Philippines, 
where she joined the Church. 

“We were fellowshipped by the 
sisters and learned English from 
them,” Vo said. “I was surprised 


and happy we were sent to Utah. 
We're glad to be receiving friend- 
ship from Americans now that 
we're here.” 

The Amerasian Mentor Program 
has more than 17 student volun- 
teers in Salt Lake City who work 
on a one-on-one basis with newly 
arrived Amerasians. The purpose 
of the program is to help immi- 
grants live like typical young 
Americans, said program coordina- 
tor Jennifer Summerhays, a BYU 
graduate student from Sacramento, 
Calif., studying international 
development and refugee issues. 

Student volunteers from the 
University of Utah and Salt Lake 
Community College plan activities 
suited to each Amerasian’s needs. 
Outings have included going to 
football games, learning to ride the 
bus and taking hikes in the moun- 
tains, Summerhays said. 

John Barsuss, 21, a general stud- 
ies student at SLCC from 
Bountiful, said although he has 
been a mentor for only a month, he 
enjoys going out once a week with 
his partner. Because Barsuss 
learned Vietnamese on an LDS 
mission, he doesn’t have the com- 
munication barrier that other men- 
tors face. 

“Knowing Vietnamese makes a 
difference, but they need love and 
support, and anybody can offer 
that,” he said. 

The U of U students are enrolled 
in a class titled “Problems in 
Human Values.”

Simulator to exhibit 
seat belt necessity

A roll-over simulator will be used 
to demonstrate how passengers not 
wearing seat belts can be thrown 
from a vehicle in an accident. The 
simulation will take place 
Saturday at the west end of Cougar 
Stadium before the football game. 

“We will be promoting how impor- 
tant the use of seat belts really is,” 
said Officer Dave Adams of the 
University Police. 

In 1991, 4,682 lives would have 
been lost if it wasn’t for the use of 
safety belts. Before the game, the 
University Police, the Highway 
Patrol and the Department of 
Highway Safety will be working 
together to promote the use of safe- 
ty belts, Adams said. 

In 1989, President Bush directed 
the National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration (NHTSA) to 
increase safety belt use to a nation- 
al average of 70 percent by 1992, 
according ‘to the Safety Belt 
Program Idea Sampler. It is esti- 
mated that safety belt use has 


._ risen from 14 percent in 1983 to 60 


percent at the end of 1991. 

Chief Kelshaw of the University 
Police Department said, “Wearing 
a safety belt keeps the driver in the 
seat and in control of the vehicle, 
protecting passengers as well as 
others on the road.” 

The Safety Belt Program Idea 
Sampler states that lap and shoul- 
der belts, when used, can reduce 
the risk of fatal and serious injury 
to front seat passengers by 45 to 50

states. 

Adams said children should get 
used to being in a safety seat or 
wearing a safety restraint on every 
trip so they will become accus- 
tomed to it and won’t think twice 
about it. 

Capt. Michael Harroun of the 
University Police Department said, 
“We are glad to be working with 
the Highway Patrol and the 
Department of Highway Safety in 
promoting seat belt usage. I have a 
strong conviction of the value of 
seat belts. A’few' weeks ago‘ a pro- 
fessor here was killed in a car acci- 
dent and he was not wearing a seat 
belt.” 

“Even if someone claims they are 
a very careful driver, it’s important 
to remember that all drivers may 
not be as careful,” Lemmon said.

Decker said because 
BYU hasn’t had a nuclear reactor 
program for the past ten years, stu- 
dents must go to different universi- 
ties to have hands-on experience 
with a reactor. Decker said it is 
“not that big of a deal” because if 
students get a standard degree in 
physics or engineering, they can be 
hired at a nuclear reactor and get 
on the job training if they wish. 

In Jensen’s opinion, BYU will 
never get another reactor and said 
he finds it unfortunate. He said 
nuclear energy is important and 
supplies 20 percent of America’s 
power. He also said reactors have 
many uses, not solely for producing 
power, and that it is important to 
train people in those areas. 


reactor, Jensen said. 

Nielson said the area is evacuated 
and filters are being used to absorb 
particles being produced in dis- 
mantling.

Jensen said he was one of three 
from BYU trained to operate the 
reactor at Atomics International 
when it was purchased. Jensen 
taught all the classes concerning 
the reactor and said it was pur- 
chased so students could learn the 
principles of reactor operations. 
The students did experiments with 
the reactor to learn how reactors 
function and what they can pro- 
duce, he said.

ulty members criticized the 
media for their coverage of the 
presidential campaign at the 
Communications Executive 
Symposium Thursday. 

“My theory is the media have 
given Ross Perot mostly a free- 
ride,” said David Magleby, pro- 
fessor of political science. 

“One thing I think is interest- 
ing about Perot is you’re talking 
about a person who went from 
nowhere to front-runner to goat, 
back to a major player without 
spending one penny on the paid 
media,” said Bud Scruggs, pro- 
fessor of political science. 

Magleby said Perot has used 
the media to his advantage in his 
campaign, and the media has ‘not 
fought back. 

“More than any candidate, he 
exploited the talk show perfor- 
mance. Mr. Perot’s running mate 
should not be Admiral Stockdale, 
it should be Larry King,” he said. 

Magleby also said the media 
has not effectively represented 
vice presidential candidate 
Admiral James Stockdale’s cam- 
paign. He said few Americans 
who watched Stockdale’s recent 
debate performance feel comfort- 
able with the thought of him as a 
real vice president. “Why isn’t 
the media asking that question?” 

However, Scruggs said the 
debates are not an effective 
meter to judge political candi- 
dates. “Short of deciding whether 
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
